Best is 48 years 
of age and was educated in 
California, though he wes 
born in Michigan and has 
been a resident of Idaho 
for the last 25 years. 

Prior to his WRÁ omploy- 
ment, ho wes with the Soil 
Consorvation service for 8 
yoars and with the Federal 
Land Bank for some time. 
Association with Mr. Myer 
for the last ten yours in

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EDITORIAL 


THE POST—DISPATCH 


Tho complete rout of the Dies-Costello investigation 
forces from the scene of Japanese-American face-smear- 
ing field has been recognized by several of the lead- 
ing metropolitan papers. Among the more prominent of 
these organs has been the St. Louis Post-Dispatch which 
recently editoriclized the subjoct. We are presenting 
a reprint of the July 29th Post-Dispatoh editorial. 

If there are still any citizens who are alarmed 
over the doings of Japanese-Americans, in and out of 
relocation camps, they can feel entirely at easo, now 
that the Dies subcommittee headed by Representative 
John M. Costello (Dem.) of California has called off 
its investigation of the subject. Chairman Dies and 
members of the subcommitteo mado many lurid charges 
before and during the inquiry. None of them could be 
substantiated. After a conference with military and 
Justice Department officials, Mr. Costello has now 
quietly dropped the subject. 

Among the charges wore tho following: The War Ro- 
location Authority is roleaging "known spies end sga- 
boteurs" from the camps. There are in this country 
10,000 Japanese agents, trained ina Tokyo sabotage 
school, and the committee knows their names, The WRA 
plans to bring Japs from South America and release them 
in the United States. Jap agents started the Detroit 
race riots, Japs in one camp are hoarding food, riot- 
ing continually, stealing dynamite and preparing to 
join expected invasion forces. All Americans of Japa- 
nese decent share the treachery, deception and arro- 
gance thet are alleged “inborn cheracteristics of the 


race." ‘ 
All these charges were vicious smears on a group of 


predominantly loyal citizens and on the Federal agency 
that supervises their movements. The relatively few 
disloyal persons in the group are rapidly being segre- 
gated, and all who are cortified as trustworthy after 
a careful check by Government authorities are being 
released. However, their search for new employment 
and homes has been made moro difficult by the wild ac- 
cusations of tho Dies investigators. ~. 

It is regrottable that the decision to drop the fu- 
tile inquiry has not received as much public attention 
as the charges which t® invostigators originally made. 
However, it has never been the custom of the Dies Qom- 
mittee to confess any of its many errors. Tho injust- 
ice it did to an unfortunate group of citizens in this 
investigativo flop should be romembered, however, when 
its chairman appeals to the House for another appropri- 


atione 
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Componsating.’ factors 
brought about by the mass 
migration haven't balanced 
out the ill effects but 
have served to minimize 
some phases of it. 

We have lost contact 
with many of our Caucasians 
friends, Japanese-American 
buddies and even relatives. 
The previous more intimate 
relations have been replac- 
ed, however by long range 
communications, 

It may be said that we 
have become more conscious 
of letter-writing--so much 
so that it is safe to say 
that an average Japunese- 
American writes to at least 
threo relocation centers 
as woll as tp one army canp 
and a Caucasian friend. 

Today, our correspon- 
dence is beginning to in- 
clude one or two relocated 
persons, ranging in area 
fron far off Idaho to as 
far east as New York. 

Letter-writing in itself 
is an interesting avoca- 
tion but it is giving us 
even greater returns by 
moking us better grammar- 
jens and by taxing our men- 
tality in order that we be 
more expressive and versa- 
tile in our letters. 

Another factor that has 
its origin with evacuction 
is that it has made us more 
conscious of the vastness 
of America. Where former 
ly, we were concerned only 
with the verdancy of Cali- 
fornia's sgricultural pro- 
duction; now, we are aware 
that the United States in- 
clude 47 other states of 
varying size and popula- 
tions; for example, Arkan- 
sas. 

Migration has broken 
the former trend of thought 
that made us mrrow-minded, 
It is making us think in 
terms of Illinois, Michi- 
gan, Ohio, Indiana, Colo- 
rado, Missouri’ and Mass- 
achusetts, as evidenced by 
the relocation calendar. 
Evacuction will mean the 
end of the former large or 
small Japanese-American 
communities and we hope 
that it will bring. less 
discrimination against use
